Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1, 2, 5-12, 19-24, 26 and 27, this application teaches: (1) an ink jet ink 
comprising at least one compound selected from the group consisting of the specific 
dialkyl hydroxylamine stabilizers as claimed by applicants and nitrone stabilizers as 
claimed by applicants and (2) an ink jet system comprising a recording material and at 
least one colored ink to be applied to the recording material by means of an ink jet 
nozzle, wherein the recording material or the at least one colored ink comprises at least

one compound selected from the group consisting of the specific dialkyl hydroxylamine 
stabilizers as claimed by applicants and nitrone stabilizers as claimed by applicants. 
The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0097959, 
issued to Omatsu et al., which teaches an aqueous ink jet recording ink composition 
comprising an azo dye and a dicarboxypropyl hydroxylamine stabilizer but fails to teach 
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or fairly suggest the specific dialkyl hydroxylamines as claimed by applicants and/or the 
nitrone stabilizers as claimed by applicants. With respect to claims 28-37, this 
application teaches an ink jet recording material which is coated with at least one layer 
which is able to absorb ink, which at least one layer comprises at least one compound 
selected from the group consisting of dialkyl hydroxylamine stabilizers of the formula as 
claimed by applicants and nitrone stabilizers as claimed by applicants. None of the 
prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests an ink jet recording material which is coated 
with at least one layer which is able to absorb ink and wherein the at least one layer 
comprises at least one compound selected from the group consisting of the dialkyl 
hydroxylamine stabilizers of the formula as claimed by applicants and the nitrone 
stabilizers as claimed by applicants.
